I, ACTING HOSPITALSTEWARDS.—The decision of the Sec- 
retary ot War published in Circuiar No. 2 of 1889, from this 
office, fixing the status of actiog Fospital stewards as pri - 
vates, and directing that they be borne on muaster-rolls as 
privates, is rescinded. They will hereafter be borne on 
muster rolls as “ acting hospital stewards,”—[General deci 
sion, Nov. 1, 983—15878 A. G. O., 1893.] 

II, DrLAYs.—Permission to delay may be granted to en- 
listed men travelling under orders in the same manner a8 
now authorized by the Regulations for the granting of fur- 
loughs,—[ Decision Sec. War, Dec. 1, 93—16884 A. G, O., 1893.] 

III. RESPONSIBILITY FOR TEXT BOOKS.— Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Major Geverali Commanding the Army, 
approved by the Secretary of War, paragraph 3, Circular 
No, 24, December 4, 1893, Adjutant- General’s Office, relating 
se responsibility for text-booke, is amended to read as fol- 

ows: 

“The books issued by the War Department to company 
organizations are intended, ac least primarily, for the use 
of the enlisted men, though there is, of course, no objection 
to their use by officers when necessary; but such use by 
officers should not be the rule, because the books are re- 
quired for the non commissioned officers, and are no 
greater in number than necessary for that purpose. 

“T approve the suggestion that apy loss of this kind of 
public property, arising from the action of any officer, be 
ia} by stoppage against his pay.”’—(20597 A. G. O., 


1V. APPLICATION FOR DISCHARGE OF ENLISTED MEN.—ID 
cases Of soldiers without honest and faitbtuil service, appli- 
cations for diecbarge by purchase should not be forwardea.

V. PRESENTATIONS TO OFFICERS OF THE ARMY.—In acase 
of request !or 1ctoOrmatiou as to whether, under paragraph 
4 of the Regulations, it would be proper for an officer of the 
Army to accept a gold badge of the Reguiar Army and 
Navy Union, with a set of resolutions tendered him by the 
organization, the Major General Commanding the Army, 
November 28, 1893, decided that it is essential to the discip- 
line of the Army and best interests of the military service 
that the requirements of paragraph 4 of the Regulations be 
strictly observed. 

In this connection attention is invited to the spirit of sec- 
tion 1784, Revised Statutes, which reads as foliows: 

“No otficer, clerk or employé in the United States Gov- 
ernment employ shall at any time solicit contributions trom 
other officers, clerks, or employés in the Government ser- 
vice for a gift or present to those in a superior official posi- 
tion; nor shall avy such officials or clerical superiors re- 
ceive any gift or present offered or presented to them «8 a 
contribution from persons in Government employ receiv- 
ing a less salary than themselves; nor shall any officer or 
clerk make any donation asa gift or present to any official 
superior. Every person who violates 'his section shail be 
summarily discharged trom the Government ‘employ.”— 
[21230 A. G. O., 1893.] 

VI. ADMISSION OF RECRUITS TO ARMY AND NAVY GEN- 
ERAL HOSPITAL.—In connection with the existing policy 
that permits tor the admission of recruits to the Army and 
Navy General Hospital will not be favorably considered 
“except in extraordinary cases,” after a careful examina- 
tion by the post surgeon shall have established “that the 
disease is incident to the military service,” aud the views of 
the Major General Commanding, May 8, 1893 (6854 A. G, O., 
1893), that recruits should not be sent to that buspital “ ex- 
cept the case be a peculiar and meritorious one, to be de- 
cided upon its merits;” itis announced that the same re- 
strictions are spplicavie to recruits enlisted at posts, and 
all — who may not have passed through the recruiting 


‘tbe «admission of enlisted men (Circular No, 16, Adjutant- 
General's Office, December 8, 1892) through an order of a De- 
partment Communder will be confined to such as, through 
instruction apd service, have passed entirely beyond the 
recruit stage. Ali other cases will be duly reported to the 
Aojutant General of the Army for the necessary action, 
the papers to clearly indicate the character of the sisability 
and the exposure or service which caused it. Incase of ex- 
traordipary exposure or hard service, the circumstances 
connected therewith must be stated specifically.—[21085

A despatch of Jan. 7, from Birmingham, Ala.,, 
says: The dead body of a young svidier in full uni- 
form was found to-day under a big Oak tree in denae 
woods near the city. Two pistol balls bad entered 
jusé back of his left ear. From papers in his pos. 
segsion it was learned that the victim was Sergt, 
Walker, Troop H, 6th Cav., stationed at Fort Nio. 
brara, Neb. Eugene Bvers, a notorious desperado, 
identified the man as Eugene Walker, a cousin of 
his. He said Walker was off on furlough and was 
going to spend it with his tather, who lives in £li. 
dridge, Ala. Byers said Walker bad stopped over to 
stay a couple of days with him here. He said he had 
left his cousin about dark jast night. He was ar- 
rested on suspicion. A street car conductor identi- 
fied Walker's body as that of a man who in com. 
pany with another had left the city on his car about 
dark last night. They were both drinking. They 
left the car at a point where the track is closest to 
the scene of the tragedy and walked together into 
the woods. He subsequently identified Byers as the 
other man. Byers has figured as defendant in 
several murder trials here. He has, however, 
managed to escape conviction. When resultsof the 
investigation became known threats of lynching 
were freely made.

GEN. OTIS’S FAREWELL TO THE 20TH INF. 


Gen. E. 8. Oris, before leaving Fort Assinniboine, 
issued a farewell address to his regiment—the 20th 
lofantry—which he had commanded for nearly 
fourteen years. To the officers he adverted to the 
manv changes, and said : 

“ But the changes have been so gradual that the 
pew officers have taken the places left vacant by 
promotion, retirement and death, without causing 
surprise and without disturbing the harmonious so0- 
cial relations whivh bave always existed among 
you, and which may be considered a regimental 
virtue. 

“In all that period my own relations with you 
have been of the pleasantest character, and not- 
witbstanding the number of officers who have been 
and who have continued to be with the regiment 
and who have joined it since [ first took command, 
I have never, except in a single instance, bad occa- 
sion to chargea single one with an offence of an 
ebsaracter. This is the best proof of your worth an 
deportment as officers and gentlemen, for no one 
can show that discipline has been lax or that pre- 
scribed duties have not been enforced.”’ 

To the enlisted men he referred in terms of 
marked approval, and said: 

“ You know your obligations and your privileges. 
You areacquainted witb your duties, bave willingly 
performed them, and you have asked but little that 
your officers have not giadiy accorded. The out- 
ward manifestations of your regard, your cheerful 
obedience to orders and your quick responses to all 
calls which { have ever made upon you, of whatever 
nature, have doubly repaid me for all effort 1 have 
undertaken, either for your own welfare or for the 
bevefit of the general service. 

“In conclusion, to both officers and men I am 
greatly indebted, and to all [ desire to make known 
my acknowledgments, to express my sense of obli- 
gations and to tender mysincere thanks.”’

The British “whaleback” steamer Turret, Capt.

She will Joad her cargo at the 
Sparrows Point Works of the Maryland Steel Com- 
pany. The Turret is alleged to be an infringement 
on the American patent for “‘whaleback” steamers, 
and was built at Sunderland, Eng. 


The recent successful jacketing of a 13-inch gun 
atthe Washington Ordnance Factory was one of 
the most notable events in the bistory of gun man- 
ufacture in this country. For besides finishing @ 
gun equal to any of its calibre in the world, the 
work demonstrated the ability of the ordnance 
men to carry to completi on every process required 
in the fabrication of the heaviest ordnance in use 
on the most modern ship afloat. 

The armor plate test held at the Naval Proving 
Station. Indian Head, this week, shows that a Holt- 
zer projectile fired from an 8 ip. rifle with bigh ve- 
locity is a very destructive missle to hurl at a plate 
varying in thickness from 11 in. to 14 in. The 
plate attacked was of nickel ateel, and represented 
500 tons of armor forthe barbettes of the Monad- 
nock, the side armor of the Terror, and the conning 
tower of theram Katahdin. The plate, which was 
furnished by Carnegie and Co., made a very poor 
showing, and at theend of the second shot was a 
complete wreck. Two shots were fired, the first 
with a velocity of 1,631 ft. per second, and the sec- 
ond with a less velocity. ‘The first shot, which wus 
forapremium, struck the plate squarely and re- 
bounding was found to be smashed to pieces. The 
plate showed several through cracks and appeared 
to be badly treated. The second shot was even more 
disastrous (to the plate and completed the wreck. 
opening up the cracks, knocking alarge piece off 
theend and exposing the heavy oaken backing. 
Had the trials been successful they would have been 
the Jast of nickel steel, as all other armor now being 
manufactured will be treated with the Harvey 
bardening process. A second plate will be tested 
sbortly and should this, too, failto come up to re- 
quirements it is possibie that a third may be given a 
trial. The rejection of the lot of armor would ne- 
ceessarily greatly delay the completion of the moni- 
tors which sre now ready for theirarmor. A test

Of the teats of the .236 calibre bore rifle for the Navy 
the Tribune says: *') he results reported are remarka- 
ble, and are even more eatisfactory than experts ex- 
pected they would be. In the tests at Newport the 
target fired at was a pine butt forty-two inches 
thick, placed against an iron backing. The shot 
passed through the target and was flattened on the 
backing. Although there was little accuracy in 
noting the velocity of the shot, it was reckoned to 
be about 2,200 toot-seconds. Recently imported 
French smokeless powder was used during the test, 
and it gave very satisfactory results. The range was 
about one hundred yards, practically point blank, 
as the new rifles are sighted. The Indian Head tests 
were the most remarkable. The bsrrel tried was 
one of those manufactured for the Navy by the 
Bethlehem Company. The breech mechanism was 
the old Winehester system, which has been adopted 
for use during tbe preliminary experiments with the 
new naval calibre, pending trials of an improved 
mechapiem of American inveotion. The target at 
indian Head was a number of pine boards about one 
inch thick, secured against a stout backing. At a 
range of about one hundred yards the remarkable 
penetration of sixty-two inches and the unequalled 
velocity of 2,600 foot-seconds were developed. The 
effect of such a bigh velocity can be better under- 
stood when it becomes known that, as stated in the 
report of the test, there were found on therear part 
of the target, after the firing, fine strings of led 
from the ball, whicb, baving been heated to an ex 
cessive temperature during its rapid twisting flight 
tbrough the pine, was partly melted. Further ex- 
periments are to be made at Indian Head and at 
Newport within a few days. Twenty of the newly 
manufactured barrels have been received by the 
Navy Department. Of this number five were made 
by the Midvale Company, five by the Carpenter 
Steel Companv and ten by the Bethlehem Company. 
Of those manufactured by the latter company, five 
ure of nickel steel, and they are expected to give 
highly satisfactory results in the forthcoming tests.

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DECISIONS BY THE SECOND COMTROLLER, 


COMPTROLLER MANSUR has rendered a decision in 
which he holds that cadets under suspension at the 
Military Academy are not entitled to pay during 
such periods, 

A decision bas been réndered by the Second Com- 
troller of the Treasury on the question of commu- 
tation of quarters furnished Army officers with- 
out troops when no room is available at the station 
where they are serving. The Comptroller holds 
that when public quarters at any station are so full 
as to prevent the assignment of quarters in kind to 
ao officer there stationed on duty without troops, 
the law of 1893 should be construed as tosuch officers 
the same as if there were no quarters at that place. 
There being none available for them it is to them 
and to the Government the same as if there 
were no quarters at the station. If it be 
said that this condition is in direct conflict 
with the rules and regulations issued by the 
War Department under the act of 1878, the Comp- 
troller believes that the said rules and regulations are 
of binding force and authority upon all the officers of 
the Army, as well as upon the office of the Second 
Comptroller when not in conflict with a statute of 
the United States, upon the same subject; and the 
law of 1878 did not undertake to dea] with the ques- 
tion of “ officers on duty without troops,’’ whereas 
the law of 1893 applies to that class only, and is now, 
for the first time, being construed by this office. 


Comptroller Manrur, of the Treasury, has written 
a letter to the Assistant Secretary of War, Gen. Doe, 
in answer toa communication to this official from 
the Paymaster General of the Army, upon the sub- 
ject of detained pay covered into the Treasury by 
lapsed appropriations, in which the Paymaster 
General urges a recousideration of a former decis- 
ion. The Paymaster General invites attention to 
the bardships to which soldiers discharged with 
credits of detained pay are liable to be subjected in 
consequence'of his decision of Aug. 17, last, supple- 
mented by a further consideration and decision of 
Sept. 6. The Comptroller remarks that all the 
bardehips so vigorously portrayed by the Paymas- 
ter General in his letter to the Secretary of War 
were seen and a at the time the decision 
was made. The Comptroller appreciates and un- 
derstands their force; yet he feels impelled to abide 
by his former decision. The Comptroller continues 
that the statutes are mandatory and imperative and 
that the hardships, if any, complained of are such 
as are witbin the power of a soldier to prevent by 
good behavior. Detained pay has been defined, he 
says, by the War Department to be “such amounts 
of the pay of an enlisted man as by sentences of 
courts-martial are to be withheld until the soldier’s 
discharge.” 

The Comptroller is glad to be informed that it is 
made the subject of an effort on the part of the War 
Department to have Congress remedy the evil com- 
plained of by & proper provision in the pending an- 
Bual appropriation bil), under and in conformity 
with the terms of Sec. 3660 of the Revised Statuter, 
and it is to be boped, he states, that Congress wili 
provide the needed legislation to remedy such 
hardsbips as the Paymaster General so vigorously 
points out.

NAVAL COURTS-MARTIAL. 


In his comments on the case of George L. Jones, 
lst Class Apprentice, U. S. Navy, the Judge Advo- 
cate General, Capt. Lemly, says: 

It appears that the court failed to complv with the provi- 
sions of par. 4, Article 1827, 0.8. Navy Regulations, 1893, 
which requires that “the questions constituting tne ar- 
raignment, ana the answers to them, if any be given, must 
be distinctly recorded.” The same error having been mace 
by courts in recent cases of trials by Genera! Courts -mar- 
tial, attention bas been cajled to it in General Orders pro- 
mulgating the same. It also appears from an examipation 
of the record of proceedings in the case of Jones, that the 
precept of the court, the Department's letter tothe Judge 
Advocate transmitting the charges and specifications, the 
origipval of the charges and specifications, and the written 
statement of the accused in bis defence, are prefixed to the 
record,| whereas a)l of said papers should be appended 
thereto, This is indicated by the U.8. Navy Regulations, 
1893, Articles 1818 (par. 2) and 1836 (par. 2),and is of import- 
ance, inasmuch as it is desirable that the records of ai] Gen- 
eral Courts-martial may be made up in a uniform manner, 

In the case of Joseph Holdt, alias Joseph Hubler, 
machinist, the J. A.G. found that the officer who 
bad last enlisted him failed to read him, as required. 
Department G. O. No. 410, April.12, 1893, concerning 
fraudulent enlistment. He further objected to the 
sentence as inadequate, referring to Articles 1851 
and 51, Navy Regulations. He recommended that 
the court be reconvened, which was done, and the 
sentence changed from ten days’ solitary confine- 
ment to dishonorable discharge.

A REVERIE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


I HAVE just been studying the drill book and now, 
with my feet cocked up on the mantel, over a good 
fire, being of Yankee stock, have fallen into a train 
of thought which, it would seem, must find echo in 
the mind of every soldier who loves the profession 
of arms. 

Is it noc something paradoxical, while the tactical 
authoritiesof the present day, using as their text the 
subdivision of command, preach to us that the role 
of the company commander on the field of battle 
comprehends an increased sphere of action, and, 
while the drill book, in my hand, is constructed with 
this as its fundamental idea, that as a matter of fact, 
the sphere of action of the captain in command of 
his company, appears, to-day, to be circumscribed 
toa degree never before known in the history of 
thecountry. 

In other words, are we not fiying in the face of 
the good old maxim, “In time of peace prepare for 
war?” While teaching decentralization and exten- 
sion of command for war, are we not practicing 
centralization and contraction of command in 
peace? New the increased sphere of the captain is 
either right or wrong. We are taught it ia right. 
Why, then, the constantly increasing tendency to 
barrow the limits of his prerogative? 

The term used to express this state of affairs is 
centralization; centralization carried to such an ex- 
tert that officers and men of the line are now con- 
gratulated on being transferred to the supply de- 
partments—promoted, I was about to say—such 
transfers even when not entailing advance in rank, 
being by many looked upon in the light of promo- 
tion; centralization to such an extent that the In- 
spector General recently mentioned the post store 
or post exchange as being about the only exception 
to the rule, aud, by reason of being an exception, 
= to it as a “very well conducted institu- 
tion.” 

lt is admitted that this doctrine of increased 
sphere of action for the captain and the so-called 
unit or group system, have come to us from the 
Germans. While no lover of the Teutonic race yet 
we must admit that they are at least consistent in 
practicing what they preach, by giving their cap- 
tains position and prerogative in peace consistent 
with the part they are expected to play in war, 
and, instead of hampering them in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of their companies, hold them 
responsible for results and allow them latitude in 
the ways and means of attaining such results. 

I started out in a reverie, but having warmed up 
to the subject am now wide awake. 

Why is it that our captains do not have a preroga- 
tive im peace equal to that enjoyed by the Ger- 
mans,and consistent with their war status? Isit 
that they are too young and lack experience? 
Surely this cannot be, for their years are a matter 
of record and their experience a matter cf history. 
Perhaps we cling to the present system along with 
the old rifle, and when the Krag-Jorgesen is put 
— our hands we will say “Nous avons changé tout 
cela.”’ 

Be that as it may, if this anomalous state of 
affairs continues, what will be the result? I leave 
to abler pens than mine the portrayal. Meantime, 
cannot one imagine what will be the state of mind 
of a captain who in *‘ these piping times of peace”’ 
has been stripped toa great degree of his reason- 
able prerogative, when, suddenly, he finds himself 
on the field of battle and his sphere of action in- 
creased to a degree far beyond tbat to which he has 
been accustomed dnd trained. Will he be ableat 
one bound to arrive at a just appreciation of his 
pew and strange position, and, by reason of the 
natural expansibility of the American, meet its re- 
quirements? Be that asit may, cannot we picture 
him asa most uatural preliminary, taking off his 
cap, scratching his head and turning to hie lieu- 
tenants, wonder in the. language of one of our 
modern statesmen, “ Where sre we at?” sap __

THE contractors’ run down Chesapeake Bay last 
week demonstra'ed that the Montgomery possesses 
all of the excellencies of her sister snips, une Detroit 
and Marblehead, and some few more due to in- 
creased experience. The board for the trialsof the 
Montgomery will convene at New London next 
Mongay, Jan. 15, 

Tue Herald reports that the cruisers Riachuelo 
and Benjamin Constant, which have been so long 
fitting out at Toulon, France, are at last ready for 
sea and will sail immediately for Brazilian waters. 
A Times despatch from Toulon is to the effect that 
the vessels are useless, as they have no guns. 

The Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic Ocean. is- 
suei Jan. 3 from the U.8. Hydrographic Office, 
Comdr. Sigsbee hydrographer, gives a list of colli- 
sions, wrecks and derelicts for the past seven years; 
dangerous obstructions along the coast; weather, 
storm and temperature signals; forecast of weather 
for January; review of December, etc.

MILITARY INSTRUCTION !'N SCHOOLS. 


You ask wy opinion of thesuggestion of Lafayette 
Post, G. A. R., of New York City, that military in- 
struction and drill be used in all schools for boys. It 
is good in every aspect of it—good for the boys, zood 
for tbe schools, and good for the country. A free, 
erect, graceful carriage of the body is an acquisi- 
tion anda delight. [thasa valuein commerce, as 
well asin war. Araisand legs sre distressing ap- 
pendages to a boy under observation, until he has 
been taught the use of them in repose. The chin is 
too neighboriy with the chest, and the eves find the 
floor too soon; they need to have the fifteen paces 
marked off. The sluggish need to be quickened, 
and the quick taugbt to stand, the wilful to haveno 
will, and all to observe fast. The disputatious need 
to learn that there are conditions where debate is 
inadmissible; the power and beauty there is in a 
company—moved by one man and as one man. 
Athletic sports have their due, perhaps undue, at- 
tention in most of the colleges and high schools; but 
in the graded schools, within mv observation, ex- 
ercise is casual and undirected. None of these exer- 
cises or sports is, however, a substitute for military 
drill; and some of them create a new need forit. A 
good oarsman need not be erect or graceful; a good 
arm and plenty of wind meet his needs. The 
champion “cyclist” is not apt to have equare 
shoulders. The foot-ball captain is so padded that 
a safe judgment can hardly be formed as to his 
natural “lines; but a good leg and momentum seem 
to me—a non-expert—to be his distinctive marks, 
In base-ball the pitcher seems, to an occasional ob- 
server, to have parted with all his natural grace to 
endow the curved ball. 

A wilitary drill deyelops the whole man, head, 
chest, arms, and legs, proportionately; and so pro- 
motes symmetry, and corrects the excesses of other 
forms of exercise. It teaches quickness of eye and 
ear, hand and foot; qualifies men to step and act in 
unison; teaches subordination; and, best of all, 
qualifies a man to serve his country. The flag now 
generally floats above the school-house; and what 
more appropriate than that the boys should be in- 
structed in the defence of it? it will not lower 
their grade-marks in their book recitations, | am 
sure. If rightly used, it will wake them up, make 
them more healthy, develop their pride, and pro- 
mote achool order. in the Centennial parades in 
New York, in April, 1889, the best marching I saw 
was that of some of your school childreo. The align- 
ment of the qompeny front was better than that of 
the regulars or of the 7th Regiment. 

lf all the school-boys of the North had, from 1830 
on, been instructed in the schools of the soldier and 
of the company, andin the manual of arms, how 
much precious time would have been saved in or- 
ganizing the Union vein d in 1861. We were in a 
very low state, asa people, in military knowledge 
and training when the great civil war broke out. 
Volunteers in plenty, but few soldiers. Ii very well 
remember how hard it was for me to learn which 
was the right of the company, and to understand 
why it continued to be the right when the right 
about bad made it the left; and how we had, in 1862, 
to send to a distant city to find a drill-master com- 
petent to instruct the company officers, not one of 
whom could go through the manual of arms; and 
how the regiment, after afew half-learned lessons 
in the company drill, was sent to the seat of war 
with guos which they had never loaded or fired. 
Fortuvately, the men had the American adapta- 
bility aud quickness, and our adversary only alittle 
better preparation. It will not be safe to aliow war 
Lo come upon us again in that state, for war's pace 
has greatly quickened, and the arms of precision 
now in use call for a trained soldier. Under our 
system we will never have a large standiug Army, 
and our strength and safety are in a general dis- 
semination of military knowledge and training 
among the people. What the man and citizen ought 
to know in order to the full discharge of his duty 
to his country should be imparted to the boy. No- 
thing will so much sid to enlarge our State militia, 
and to give it efficiency and character, as the pian 
proposed. The military taste and training acquired 
in the school will carry our best young men isto 
the militia organizations, and make those organiza- 
tions reliable conservators of public order, and 
ready and competent defenders of the national 
honor.

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' BAITING NAVY OFFICERS. 


THANKs, good Amos Cummings, for the display 
on your part of honest indignation at the stories 
brought before your Committee on Naval Affairs, 
concerning the alleged trickery in the speed trials of 
pew paval vessels. It is not strictly polite, Mr. Cum- 
mings, to call a man in plain words a liar, but there 
are times when this is the only thing to do, and 
you have shown wise discretion in your choice of 
your time and of your victim. The man who can 
assume that our Navy officers, and all connected 
with our Navy Administration, including the mem- 
bers of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, are 
engaged in a corrupt conspiracy is a liar who bas bis 
part in the lake that burneth. And what are we 
to think of the member of Congress who could 
bring in at the prompting of such a scandalmon- 
ger a resolution of inquiry concerning the conduct of 
men from whose hands a dishonest penny would fly 
as surely as the needle from the reverse pole of the 
magnet! This business of assuming that men 
against whose personal and professional character 
no breath of scandal has ever been directed are 
open to suspicion has gone quite too far. By what 
right does a member of Congress venture to suggest, 
through the introduction of a scandalous resolution, 
that they are less honest than himself? Are the 
dollars in the Treasury the only thing so valuable 
as to require the watchful care of a veteran con- 
gressman? The honor of our country is involved 
in that of its officials, and is this nothing? Is the 
good nameof men upon whose record no stain rests, 
nothing? If you have never yet learned it, Mr. 
Holman, you should understand that there are 
still men left in this country, and you need not 
look beyond our military services to find them, 
against whose integrity the wealth of the United 
S-ates would weigh no more than it would against 
the virtues of the chastest of Dianas. 

It is quite time that some one should protest 
a;ainst the way in which Navy officers of long and 
distinguished service are called to account by thos3 
w ho seem incapable of understanding the sensi- 
tiveness of a man of honor, For what at the worst 
was an error of judgment, the noble and gentle: 
hearted Whiting was treated as no self-respecting 
man should treat a household servant, who had ap- 
proved his fidelity by long service. It is the belief 
of his friends that Commander Whiting’s life was 
shortened by the mortification he suffered from this 
treatment. Nor was his case a solitary one; ex- 
amples of similar treatment will be recalled by our 
readers. The miserable muddle of the Hawaiian 
bnsiness would appear to be due primarily to anun- 
just distrust of our Navy officers. There surely is 
upon the Navy list some officer who might have 
been entrusted to make an intelligent and faithful 
report of tbe exact condition of things in the H:- 
walian kingdom ! We should then have been save |! 
the necessity of a resort to the assumption of mre 
than. doubtful powers by an envoy, charged 
‘with the- funetions of sovereignty, without 
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uation we should have been in had Commissioner 
Blount taken the responsibility of ordering our 
Navy Officers in Hawaiian waters to undertake some 
act of war. When, under our Constitution, could 
they have found the warrant for obedience to his 
orders? How narrowly we escaped this contin- 
gency the public records will show. What neces- 
sity existed tor the adoption of such a doubtful 
measure, and why should our naval commanders 
be put in a position so embarrassing ? 





THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


THE assigoment of Commander W. ©. Taylor as 
president of the Naval War Oollege and successor 
to Captain Mahan betokens, it is fair to suppose, 
renewed interest and fair support for that institu- 
tion by the Navy Department. Captain Taylor is 
well known to the naval service as an officer of 
ability, a practical man as well as student, and he 
has a deservedly high reputation for breadth and 
tolerance acquired by his extensive experience out- 
side of professional circles in various civil, munici 
pal and business matters in New York City and 
elsewhere. Those interested in the improvement of 
the Service and the increased efficiency of its person- 
nel have reason to expect that the Navy Department 
and its various bureaus will cordially support the 
new president selected by Secretary Herbert, in the 
assignment of officers, and the provision of men and 
materiel, 80 that he may not be forced to engage in 
the vain attempt to make bricks without straw. 

The appropriation for the college, for which the 
estimate has been sent to Congress by the Depart- 
ment, is a modest one, even for these times, and a 
reduction over all former years but the present ore. 
It should be granted without hesitation. The new 
president of the War College is particularly inter- 
ested in naval tactics and in the solution of various 
problems in the handling of ships singly and in 
groups. To successfuly carry out his plan of in- 
struction in that department requires a floating 
plant for the college, so that such problems should 
be solved by means at first of steam launches, and 
eventually by torpedo vessels and ships. To this 
work it is proposed to add other open air work ip 
the nature of naval reconnaissance, and personal in- 
vestigation of the elements that enter into the for- 
mation of plans for local naval defence. These ad- 
ditions to the work at the college will doubtless 
meet the approbation of the Service, and will lead 
to the expectation upon the part of its members 
that fair play and opportunity will be afforded to 
an officer whose career has been synonymous with 
fairness and consideration of others. It is hoped 

especially that blind precedents and a want of 
sense of proportion of the duties of officers will not 
militate against this useful work. 








Some important changes in naval commands oc- 
curred this week. Commodore O. OC. Oarpenter, 
who has been in command of the Portsmouth, N. H., 
Navy yard for over three years, when he relieved 
Captain Skerrett, bas been detached from that daty 
and placed on waiting orders. Commodore Car- 
penter returned from his last sea service July —, 
1884, and is, therefore, now available for another 
tour of service afboat. Captain Montgomery Sicard, 
who was in command of the Miantonomoh until re- 
lieved by Captain Kush Wallace last autumn, re- 
lieves Commodore Carpenter. Commander W. M. 
Folger, who has been on leave for a year, sailed 
from New York this: week to relieve Commander 
Purnell P. Harrington of the command of the 
Yorktown at Oallao. Commander Harrington re- 
turns home and will be granted one month’s leave. 
Another change in command was that of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander James H. Dayton, who is detached 
from the Petrel in China upon the reporting of his 
relief, Lieutenant-Commander Wm. H. Emory. Mr, 
Emory was naval attache at London until a year 
ago, when be was succeeded by Lientenant-Oom- 
mander Cowles. Later he was granted a year’s 
leave of absence, and will now proceed to Ohina by 
the Red Sea to take charge of the Petrel. The re- 
tirement of Rear Admiral Belknap on January 22 
will advance Commodore John G. Walker to the 
head. of the Inspection Board. There is still a 
vacancy as president of the Steel Board, which duty 


is now filled temporarily by Captain Howell, com- 
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manding the Washington Ordnance Yard. Oaptain 
Silas Oasey, on waiting orders, will, most probably 
be shortly detailed to the duty. 








Four notable birthday anniversaries worthy of 
remembrance are fast approaching: General Wm, 
T. Sherman, born February 8, 1820; President 
Abraham Lincoln, born February 12, 1809; General 
Philip H. Sheridan, born March 6, 1831, and Gen- 
eral Ulysses 8. Grant, born April 27, 1822. 








THE question of changing the present sword used 
in the infantry, which was under consideration by 
the War Department some months ago, and when 
several styles were examined, has not been revived 
of late and will probably not be taken up again, at 
least for the present. While there are many offi- 
cers of the Army who favor a new sword, there are 
nearly as many who are convinced that the present 
style will answer all requirements, and that no ne- 
cessity exists fora change. Authorities of the De- 
partment have given the subject little thought 
lately, and there seems to be no disposition to take 
it again under advisement. The question of chang- 
ing the infantry caps for officers of the Army is 
also still in abeyance. No action has been taken 
looking towards consideration of this matter, and 
the indications are that no attention will be given 
it justnuw. Itis stated at the War Department 
that when thesubject comes up, if it does, that a 
Board would be appointed to take the entire ques- 
tion under advis ement. 








FoLLowine the large number of officers who 
were relieved from duty at institutions of learning 
where military tactics is a part of the course, was 
the assignment by the War Department of several 
officers to this duty under authority conferred by a 
recent act of Congress. More details will be an- 
nounced, it is stated, shortly. Of the large num - 
ber of institutions which have applied for officers, 
all that will be allotted instructors, have been se- 
lected but seven, and these will be disposed of in a 
few days. Several officers have also been selected 
for this duty, but the orders have not been issued 
authorizing them to join the schools. In nearly 
all cases the colleges have applied for some particu- 
lar officers, and when it is possible the Secretary 
will comply with these requests. The seven insti- 
tutions remaining, to which officers will be ordered, 
have not been considered, but will probably be 
taken up by the Secretary in the next few days. 
The Department 1s experiencing no difficulty in 
finding officers who are anxious to perform this 
duty, as the number of applications greatly exceed 
the number of details allowed by law. 


WE are glad to find our new Assistant Secretary 
of War expressing some sound views on the subject 
of medals of bonor, and which are substantially in 
aline with the suggestions of our correspondent 
** Geronimo'” whose letter appeared in the JoURNAL 
of December 80, p. 810. General Doe rightly holds 
that something more than;a mere ordinary dis- 
charge of the duty imperative upon every soldier, 
should be required to secure a medal. He says: 
“The mere fact that all soldiers are not equally 
faithful, brave and gallant does not entitle an offi- 
cer or man who simply did his whole duty to an 
honor of this description. It is also true that nearly 
all, if not all, of the officers of the volunteer army 
entitled to such reward have long since been re- 
warded—some of them again and again—for con- 
spicuous bravery on the field of battle.” The sug- 
gestion of another of our correspondents, who 
writes on Medals of Honor for Indian service, 
also finds support in what the Assistant Secretary 
says. He thinks that too little attention has here- 
tofore been paid to the gallantry of officers and en- 
listed men in Indian engagements. 

He holds the press to blame in part for the fact 
that people generally know too little of the hard- 
ships patiently borne, the self-sacrificing spirit and 
the fidelity to duty and honor, without the hope or 
expectation of reward other than the consciousness 
of well-doing and the respect and appreciation of 
one’s comrades, which bas characterized so many 
of the officers and men of our Army ia the almost 
constant skirmishing and struggling with the In- 
dians in the West since the war. 

General Doe further argues that the closest scru- 
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tiny should be given to claims for distin- 
guisned service rendered during the War of the 
Rebellion. No statue of limitation should rua 
against such claims, but the demands as to proofs 
should be exacting. Otherwise the natural and 
necessary result is indiscriminate, unfair, and un- 
wise distribution of what was intended by Oon- 
gress to be a mark of the highest distinction and 
the defeat of the clearly expressed will of Uongress, 
by making such mark of bravery and appreciation 
a thing of little value, if not an object of scorn. . 
Of what value to the true soldier is a token of 
bonor which he sees worn on the breast of men 
whose political or personal iufiaence explains the 
reason why they are preferred before others? 














EuROPEAN armies are changing that fine old 
phrase, “tbe dogs of war,” from a simile to a herd 
fact by using man’s canine friend for military pur- 
poses. 





A CLERICAL error cannot deprive Johan P. Haw- 
kins of the rank of Brigadier-General he holds, as 
the head of his corps, by virtue of a long and dis- 
tinguished service, nor can it transform the Colonel 
of the First Artillery into a Lieutenant-Colonel. 
Colenel Langdon ought also to be a Brigadier by 
virtue of service, experience and ability. 








MaJor ©. A. Wooprvurr, U. 8. A., contributes to a 
recent number of the Pacific Militant an interesting 
story entitled “An Incident of Army Life.” He 
closes the story by giving Chief Joseph's pathetic 
reply to General Mllies’s final demand for surrender, 
which was sent to his camp by two of General 
Howard's friendly Nez Perces scouts: “ Tell Gen- 
eral Howard | know his heart. I am tired of fight- 
ing. Our chiefsare killed. Looking Glass is dead. 
Too-hul-hul-sote is dead. Theold men areal! dead. 
It is the young men who say yes or no. He who led 
on the young men is dead. Itis cold and we have 
no blankets. The little children are freezing to 
death. Many people, some of them, haye run away 
to the hills, and have no blankets, no food: no one 
knows where they are—perhaps freesing to death. 
I want to have time to look for my children and see 
how many of them! can find. Maybe! shall find 
them among the dead. Hear me, my chiefs! I am 
tired; my heart is sick and sad. From where the 
sun now stands, I will fight no more forever.” 





THE movement to erect a monument to the late 
Major Generai John Buford on the spot from which 
was fired the opening gun of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, is rapidly assuming shape. At an adjourned 
meeting held at the Army Building Jan. 5, General 
Wesley Merritt, U. 8. A., was elected chairman and 
General James H. Wilson vice-chairman of the Bu- 
ford Memorial Association. The wide interest in 
this project already expressed bas made necessary 
an increase of the Executive Committee to about 
one hundred representative officers, including the 
survivors of the class of 1848, U.S. M.A. (Duane, 
Tidball, Dodge and Clark), many of the cavairy of 
the Army of the Potomac, all the field officers of the 
cavalry regiments of to-day, together with friends 
of Buford without regard to corps. The list will 
soon be completed and incorporated with a circular 
to be issued for the information ef those who may 
desire to subscribe to this tribute to a model Ameri- 
oan cavalryman, to whom the country owes a debt 
of gratitude. The proposed meniorial is not in- 
tended to commemorate the services of any body ot 
troops, but is entirely personal in its nature. 








Tue Journal of the Military Service Institution 
for January, 1894, which reaches us this week, bas 
much excellent professional matter.

The inquiry will go into the question of discipline at 
the fort, and will cover the administration from the 
time the fort was established. The investigation 
grows out of the killing of Capt. Hedberg by Lieut. 
Manney, and that tragedy will bs the most promi- 
nent feature of the inquiry. Col. Burton is also 
under orders to examine into the mess and canteen 
systems and look into the charges that the food is 
insu fficient in quantity and of poor quality. 








THAT & wife should seek to vindicate the honor of 
her busband is natural and proper, and the zeal 
shown by Mrs. Hedberg in the discharge of her 
wifely duty is entitled only to praise. But in a mat- 
ter involying the honor. of our Army, through its 
officers, cool judgment and impartial investigation 
must control. Mrs. Hedberg is unreserved in her 
cbarges against certain Army officers, and her state- 
ments concerning them should be separated in the 
minds of those holding any position of responsibil 
ity from facts proven or presumably provable, for 
a case which is to be tried in court should not first 
be tried out of court. Th2re is a proper way of pro- 
ceeding against an officer accused of being derelict 
in his duty, and action concerning him should in no 
measure be influenced by ex parte statements, how- 
ever charitable we may be toward the feeling that 
promptssuch statements. Mrs. Hedberg’s declaration 
that she will not rest until she bas cleared her bus- 
band's memory of the charge that his death was de- 
served is creditable to her, but there are others 
whose reputations are equally to be considered. 








FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs have 
had under consideration in an informal way the 
propesition to repeal the clause in the law limiting 
the service of private soldiers to ten years. No 
decision bas been formally reached in regard to it, 
but the discussion bas shown the committee to bein 
favor of the repeal and tbere is practically no doubt 
but that a report to that effect will be agreed upon 
and the clause will be repealed at the present session. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs wil], by a 
unanimous vote, order an adverse report on Mr. 
Holman’s resolution inquiring into the payment of 
premiums for the development of horsepower and 
speed in excess of contract requirements in new 
paval vessels. Tbereport will not be made until 
next week, as one more witness is to be examined. 
When it became apparent on last Saturday, that the 
resolution bad been prepared and introduced at the 
instigation of an attorney who bad unsuccessfully of- 
fered bis services to one of tbe principal ship building 
firme, the committee felt that they would be justi- 
fied in dropping their inquiry at once, especially as 
neither Mr. Holman vor Mr. Sypher, the attorney 
in question, had been able to bring forward any 
facts whatever to substantiate the allegations con- 
tained in the resolution. Toe committee on Tues- 
day agreed to report favorably Mr. Boutelle’s resolu- 
tion asking the Secretary of the Navy to furnish the 
House witb the instructions given to paval officers 
in Hawaiian waters since March 4, 1893, with an 
amendment asking for all instructions given to such 
officers since March 4, 1889, so as to cover the in- 
structions given by the Jast administration. 

Secretary of War Lamont has transmitted to the 
House of Representatives a letter from Acting 
Judge Advocate Gen. Lieber, submitting the draft 

_ of a bill amending the act of Corgress establishing 
the eummary court. Col. Lieber proposes to strike 
out the provision authorizing the President to pre- 
scribe specific penalties for such minor offences as 
are brought before the court as being unnecessary in 
view of theact of Sept. 27, 1890, autborizing the Presi- 
dent to fix the limits of punishment. He proposes to 
provide that when only one line officer and one staff 
officer are present the line officershall constitute the 
court. The most important change proposed is that 
striking out the prevision “thatany enlisted man 
charged witb an offence and brought before such 
summary court may, if heso desires,object toa hear- 
ing and determination of his case by such court and 
request a trial by Court-martial, which request shall 
be granted as of right, ard wheu the court is the ac- 
ouser the case shall be heard and determined by the 
post commander, or by regimental or garrison 
Vourt-mwartial.” Col. Lieber says that the right of 
trial by Court-martia!l gives the soldier when in the 
field or at remote places where garrison courts can 
be assembled an opportunity to evade trial, and 


tbat taking advantage of this troublesome soldiers 
demand trial by Court- martial and thereby render 
it absolutely impossible for the commander to main- 
tain discipline by imposing legal punishment. He 
says: 

What is proposed isto place the summary court on the 
same footing with the garrison Court-martial (for which it 
is the substitute) in respect to this, that as it does not affect 
the validity of the proceedings of a garrison Court-martial 
that the bas appointed the court, in the case of the 
summary court be may constitute the court. But, although 
this would be the result of the proposed legisiation, it is 
noteworthy that officers are seldom the actual accusers io 
cases faliing wi bin the jurisdiction of summary curts, the 
ectual accusers generaliy being non commissjoned officers, 
who, being cognizant of the facts, report the delinquents 
So that an ac’ ual accuser would seldom try a case. 

If we remember bow very limited the power of punish- 
ment of the summary court is, how responsible the position 
of the officer, and bow necessary Pre bim some legal 
means of preserving discipline, it will, I think, be recognized 
that the proposed amendment is much needed. [ am sure 
ym it would be strongly indorsed by the line officers of tbe 

rmy. 

It is proposed to insert a proviso—“ That non- 
commissioned offivers above the rank of corporal 
shall not, if they object thereto, be brought to trial 
before summary courts witbout the authority of the 
offiver competent to order their trials by General 
Court-martial.” Section three of the proposed 
amended bill is inserted at the recommendation of 
tha Commandant of the Military Prison. The bill 
in full is as fcllows: 

* Be it enacted, etc., That the act entitled ‘An act 
to promote the administration of justice in the 
Army,’ approved Oct. 1, 1890, be, and the same is 
hereby, amended so as to read as follows: That in 
time of peace every enlisted man chargea with an 
offence formeriy cognizable by & garrison or regi- 
mental court-martial shall, within twenty-four 
bours from tbe time of his arrest, be brought before 
& summary court, which shall consist of the line 
officer second in rank at the post or station, or of 
the command, of the alleged offender; and at every 
station where only officers of the staff areon duty 
the officer second in rank shall censtitute such 
court; and such officers shall have power to admin- 
ister oaths and to hearand determine such cases, 
and when satisfied of the guilt of the accused ad- 
judge the punishment to be inflicted. There shall be 
&% summary court record book or docket kept at 
each military post and in the field at the headquar- 
ters of the command, in which shall be eptered a re- 
cord of ali cases heard and determined and ihe 
action bad thereon, and no sentence adjudged by 
said sumwwary court shall be executed until it shail 
have been approved by the post or other com- 
mander: Provided, That when but one commis- 
sioned cfliver is present with a command he saall 
bear ana finally determine such cases, and when 
only one line and one staff officer are present the 
line officer shall bear and finally determine the 
same: And provided further, That non-commis- 
sioned officers above the rank of corporal shall not, 
if they object thereto, be brought to trial before 
summary cuurts without theauthority of the officer 
competent to order their trial by General Court- 
martial. 

Sec. 2. bat post and other commanders shall, 
on the lust day of each month, make a report to the 
department headquarters of the number of cases 
determiued by summary court during the month, 
setting forth the offences commitied and the penal- 
ties awarded, which reports shall be filed in the 
office of tne judge advocate of the department. 

** sec. 3. Tuat military prisoners confioed in the 
military prison at Fort Leavenworth, or elsewhere, 
shall be triable by summary court, under tne pro- 
visions of this acc. 

“Sec. 4. That it shall be lawful for any civil offi- 
cer baving authority under the laws of the United 
States or of apy State, Territory, or District, to ar- 
rest offenders, to summarily arrest a deserter from 
the military service of the United States and deliver 
him into the custody of the muiitary authority of 
the United Staces.”’ 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs met on 
Wednesday for the first time since the holiday re- 
cess and took up at once the House concurrent re- 
solution for the appointment of a joint committee 
of the twu houses to consider all matters relating to 
the personnel of the Navy. it was discussed at 
some length, and, as it did not meet the approval of 
several of the members of the Committee in the 
form in which it passed the House, it was amended 
in several particulars. The preamble reciting the 
imperfection, inconsistency atd injustice of the 
present laws relating to the personnel was stricken 
out. An amendment was adopted making the pro- 
posed committee a joint sub-committee of the two 
naval committees tu be appointed by those commit- 
tees instead of an indepeudent committee to De ap- 
pointed by the president of the Senate aud toe 
Speaker of the House, and to report to the commit, 
tees instead of to the Houses. Uhe provisions for the 
employmentofacilerk and a messenger werestricken 
out. As amended and as subsequently passed by the 
Sepate the concurrent resolution reads as follows: 

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate comcur- 
ring), That suv COMMILtees Of Lhe Committees vn Navai Af- 
tairs of tae Senate and oi the House of Kepresentatives to be 
selected by each of said Committees, are herevy directed to 
act jointly, whose duty it shail beto tully investigate and 
consider toe entire subject of the ran«&, pay, and all other 
matters relating to toe personnel of tne Navy; to have 
power to send for persons and papers, sit during tne recess, 
if any, and duriog the sitting of botn Houses aud to report 
at any time atter it convenes as may be convenient to said 
committees what legislation, if any, 18 necessary io the 
premises, 

Members of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs believe that the Senate amendments will be 
agreed to by the House without opposition, and that 
the joint committee can begin work at an early day. 
Mr. Meyer, the author of tne resolution, hopes that 
some practical results may be obiained befure the 
end of the present session of Congress. 

The Senate Committee on Nava! Affairs has re- 
ported favorably in the form of amendments to the 
naval appropriation bill, Senator Gallinger’s bill (3. 
299), making an appropriation of $100,000 fora ury 
dock at Portsmoutn Navy-yard, aod ljimiting tne 
total cost of the dock to $500,000, and Senator Per- 
kine’s proposed amend neut, providing inat of tne 
1,500 naval apprentices to be enlisted, 300 shail be 
enlisted on the Pacific Coast. Soth of these were 

referred by the Senate to the Committee on Appro- 
priations. 








Senator Gallinger has introduced an amendment 





that he will offer to the bill (3. 1209) to regulate en- 
listments in the Army, providing that in time of 
peace no man, not now in the Service shall be en- 
listed or re-enlisted after he is forty-five years of 


age. 

Tn the'Senate on Thursday Mr. Walthall, from the 
Committee on Military Affairs, made a favorable 
report with amendments on the bill the general 
purpose of whivh is to remove the ten years’ re- 
striction from the privilege of re-enlistment in the 
Army, to reducethe term of enlistment from five 
to three years and to readjust the provisions of 
‘xistting law to meet these proposed changes, 
The committee also provides that the period with- 
in which soldiers may re-enlist with the benefits of 
additional pay conferred by the present law shall 
be extended to three months, and that hereafter 
every enlisted man, excepting general service clerks 
and messengers, shall be entitled to all these bene- 
fits of extra pay.

RECENT DEATHS. 

ReaR ADMIRAL DoNALD McNeruu Farreax, U. 8. 
Navy, retirad, died Jan. 10, of pasumonia, at his 
home in Hagerstown, Md., after an illness of a few 
days. He was bornin Virgigia Miroh 10, 1821, and 
was appointed miishipman from North Carolina, 
Aug. 12, 1837; was promoted to Passed Midshipman 
June 23, 1843, and was ordered to the Missouri, which 
was destroyed by firein Gibraltar Harbor; was on 
board the Princeton at Washington in February,18/4, 
when a guo burst, killing several prominent men. 
As Acting Master he took part in the capture of 
Maza'ian aod Lower California during the Mexican 
War; was promoted to Master Aug. 4, 1850, and to 
Lieutenant February 26,1851. He was executive 
officer of the San Jacinto in 1861, when Captain 
Wilkes seized the Confederate envoys, Mason and 
Slidell, boarding the Trent himself to bring off the 
envoys and their secretaries. He was ordered tocom- 
mand the Cayuga in Admiral Faragut’s squadron 





off New Orleans in May, 1862, and was promoted to 
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Commander oh June 16, 1862; oréered to command 
the monitor Nantucket in January, 1863. and later 
the Montauk, taking part in all the engagements in 
these two vessels off Charieston,S, C. Was com- 
mandant of midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
1964-'65; promoted to Captain July 25, 1866; com- 
manded the Rhode Island, and later, the Susque- 
hanna, when Rear Admiral Paimer and many oth 

ers died on board of yellow fever in 1867;,was pro~ 
moted Commodore Aug. 24, 1873; to Rear Admiral 
July 11, 1880. and was retired on his'own application 
Sept. 80, 1881. One son, McNeill Fairfax, of New 
York, survives bia, also his widow, who was a 
daugbter of Rear Admiral Andrew Hull Foote. 

CapTars Louts E. Faaan, U. 8. Marine Corps, re- 
tired, who died Jan. 4 in Washington, D. O., served 
during @ portion of the war asan officer of Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers, was appointed 2d lieutenant U. 8. 
Marine Corps June 14, 1862, promoted Ist lieutenant 
Dec. 8, 1864, and captain May 16, 1878. He served 
with distinetion during the war and received the 
prevets of Ist lieutenant and captain for bis gal- 
lantry at the assault on Ft. Sumter Sept. 8, 1863, and 
the assault on Ft. Fisher in January, 1865. Since the 
war be served in various places with great credit 
until Jone 14, 1892, when, being in ill health, he was 
placed on the retired list. One who knew him well 
writes: **Where there was any opportupity for 
Captain Fagan to gain distinction by personal brav- 
ery be won it. Where his duties were less dangerous 
bis military spirit was equally true. On board ship, 
or in barracks, the marines under bis command 
were always in the highest state of discipline. He 
bad the soldierly instincts, the soldierly training 
and the soldierly power to enforce. The Hon. John 
Russell Young, in his interesting book ‘ Around the 
World with Gen. Grant,’ comments upon the praise 
given by the Heroof Appomattox to the fine discip- 
line of the marines on board the Vandalia in 1877 
under the command of Captain Fagar, and some 
years later, when the warship Brooklyn returned 
from a voyage around the world, the officer inspect- 
ing thesbip after her three years’ cruise pronounced 
the marine guard of seventy-four men in charge of 
Captain Fagan ‘simply perfection in drill and dis- 
cipline.’ These are but instances of the approval of 
the efficiency of Captain Fagan, but they serve to 
indicate the bigh respect in which he was held by 
those familiar with his abilities.” 

A VETERAN and gallant officer, Brvt. Brig. Gen. 
Henry Cary Bankhead, Major, U. S. A., retired, 
died Jan. 9, at bis residence in Bayonne, N. J. He 
bad been ailing for some years. Gen. Bankhead was 
graduated from the Military Academy in 1850 and 
prowoted to the 5th Infantry and attained the grade 
of captain June 5, 1861, Previous tothe war he ren- 
dered arduous service on the frontier, and during 
the war his service was conspicuous and gallant. In 
1862 he was on the staff of Gen. Buel, and ip 1863 was 
appointed an Assistant [Inspector General with the 
rank of lievtenant colonel. Among the battles and 
engagements he participated in are Shiloh, Siege of 
Corinth, Perryville, Rappabaonock Campaign, 
Caancellorseville, Gettysburg, operationsin Central 
Virginia, Richmond Oampaigno, the Wilderness 
Spcttseylvapia, North Anna, Bethesda Church 
Petersburg, Peeble’s Farm, Hatcher's itun, Wel- 
don Railroad, Dabney’s Mil), Quaker’s Road, Five 
Forks, ete. For his gallantry and services he re- 
ceived the brevets of major, lieutenant colone), col- 
onel and brigadier general in the Regular Army, 
and the brevets of colonel and brigadier general of 
Volnnteers. [n 1870 he was transferred to the 8th 
Cavalry, promoted major, 4th Cav., Jan. 15, 1873, and 
retired from active service Nov. 12, 1879, on account 
of wounds and disability contracted in the line of 
duty. He was a son of Bvt. Brig. Gen. James Bank- 
head, colonel, 21 Art., who died Nov. 11, 1856. The 
funeral took place Jan. 12 and was largely attended 
by old comrades, fellow Masons, and Companions of 
the Loyal Legion. The remains were taken to Bal- 
timore for interment. 

CAPTAIN Patrick Cusack, U. 8S. Army, retired, 
who died in Washington, D. C., Jan. 9, was born in 
ireland, Aug. 29, 1829; came to this country and en- 
listed in the 4th Artillery in 1855, afterwards in the 
6 bh Cavalry; rose to sergeant-major, and was die- 
charged Jan. 19, 1865. In 1867 he was appointed 24 
lieutenant, 9th U. S. Cavairy; soon promoted list 
lieutenant; captain, Jan. 20, 1883, and was retired 
for disability incurred in the line of duty, April 21, 
1891. Hereceived the brevet of captain, Sept. 12, 
1868, for ** conspicuous gallantry in an engagement 
with Indians at Horse Head Hills, [exas.” 


Mr. FRANK Bcuwes, Secretary of Harvard Uni- 
versity, who died in Boston Jan. 10, of pneumonia, 
came of a distinguished New Engiand family. His 
father, Jobn A. Boliee, was once Secretary of State 
of Massachusetts, then a brigadier general of the 
war, while his mother was a sister of the late Gen. 
John A. Dix, Senator, Governor, Minister to France 
and major general. His father was the first editor 


of the Boston Journal,

EDWARD M. Power. a merchant tailor, establish- 
ed at Nos. 241 and 243 York Street for the past eight 
yeare, died of pneumonia Dec. 18 last, after nine 
days’ illpesa. He had access to all vessels. and was 
known to al) in the Service from the commandant 
of the yard down to the newest recruit on the re- 
ceiving ship. His genial disposition and upright 
character made bim a general favorite, not only 
here, but at Boston. Norfolk, Hampton Roads, An- 
napolis and New Orleane, for his business frequent- 
ly carried him to these naval stations. At all these 
places aod whenever a United States man-of-war is 
in port the news of his death will be learned with 
profound regret. 


ORDNANCE SERGEANT JOHN Karser, U. 8. A., re- 
tired, who died at his bome in Buffalo, Jan. 10, 
served six years in the German Army, came to 
this country and enlisted Dec. 9, 1846, and served in 
the Mexican war. During thecivil war he built the 
fortifications at Fort Clay, Lexington, Ky., mount- 
ed the guns and completed the work. During Jobn 
Morgan's famous raid he bad command of all the 
troops in Lexington, drove Morgan's men out of 
town, taking 700 prisoners, including Dick Morgan, 
a brother of the rebel chief. On May 7, 1863, he 
was appointed ordnance sergeant, and was retired 
May 7, 1885, He had medals of honor presented to 
him by Congress both in the Mexican and the late 
war. 

THE announcement of the death of Hospital Stew- 
ard Penhoel will be received with regret by many 
persons throughout the Army, His long and varied 
service, first as a commissioned officer, then as a 
band leader, and finally as a hospital steward, gave 
hima broad acquaintance,and made him many 
friends. He possessed to a marked degree t bose qual- 
ities which endear one to his fellow-men. In the 
efficient and conscientious performance of his every 
duty he was a worthy example, alike to those under 
bim and to those whose rank entitled them to pass 
ashis euperiors. Steward Penhoel was born in 
France, of an old and well-known family. He was 
an honorary member of the Academy ot Music of 
Paris, and a graduate of medicine. 


Dr. Lucrous A. SMITH, for many years prominently 
connected with the Contineatal [ron Works, of 
Brookiyn, N. Y., died of pneumonia at his residence 
in that city, Jan. 5. He was born inthe town of 
Prospect, Conn., in 1831, and after a common school 
education entered Yale College, from which he was 
graduated in 1852, receiving the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine. Throughout his life Dr. Smith had found 
g.: at pleasure in the study of marine architecture, 
and during the war in '63 relinquisbed all intention 
of following the practice of medicine and devoted 
bimeelf entirely to the study of vaval architecture 
and engineering. He became aersociated with the 
Continental Lron Works, retaining his connection 
with that prominent concern up tothe time of his 
death. He was in charge of the designing and con- 
struction of vessels, and was known as a naval arch- 
itect of rare judgment and ability. His opinion on 
engineering subjects was invaluable. Dr. Smith 
was & member o1 the General Society of Mechanics 
and Tradesmen, the American Society of Civil En- 
gineers, the Society of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers. in bis character as aman he was uni- 
versally loved and respected. Among those present 
at the funeral, which was held Jan. 8, were Chief 
Kogr. Alexander Henderson, U. 8. N.; Ohief Engr. 
Chas. H. Loring, U.S. N.; Gen. H. L. Abbot and Lt.

Report of Inspector General McGrath, with critical 
comments upon each regiment, battalion and 
company. 

(Continued from last week.) 
THE ARTILLERY. 


lst Battery, Capt. Lovie Wendel.—Capt. Wendel is a com- 
potent and energetic officer, and holds bis command well in 

and. The tieutenants are, seemingly, capable officers, and 
the Ist sergeant is an efficient non-commissioned officer, 
The composition of the battery is good, and its military ap- 
pearance very good, The battery, asa whole, is in excel- 
lent condition. 

Battery, Capt. David Wilson.—The general condition of 
this battery, and its discipline and military appearance, is 
very g000d. While the men, individually, looked soldierty, 
as a rule, there were nevertheless several who were not as 
neat as they cugbt to bave been, The battery occupies poor 
and cramped quarters, and the inspection took place in 
Adelnvhi Hall. 

3d Battery, Capt. Henry 8. Raequin.—Thbe general military 
appearance of this battery is very good, although close in- 
spection revealed the presence of a few careless and untidy 
mep, and there were too mney ill-atjusted belts and 
neglected spurs. Harness and all State property is varticu- 
larly well looked after and cared for bv Capt. Rarquia. 
Horse equipment barely serviceable. The battery, as a 
= ole, is in excellent condition, ready for duty call at any 
time. 

5th Battery, Capt. Michael Auer.—Show a net loss of seven 
as comparea witb lest muster. Sabres, clothing and equi 
ments all in every good condition; uniforms neatly fitted; 
brasses clean and bright; knapsacks neatly and uniformly 
packed—all denoting thrift. 

6th Battery, Capt. Laurel L. Olmsted.—Tbe battery is in a 
tbrifty congition, and is as efficient in drill as possible for a 
National Guard battery. Dismounted drill very good. 


65TH REGIMENT (BUFFAL®), COLONEL SAMUEL M. WELCH, JR. 


Company A, Capt. George J. Haffa.—The company pre- 
sented a good military appearance. Uniforms neat; brassea 
clean ; men ateady, 

Company B, Capt. Eugene A Smith.—A very neat appear- 
ing company. Brasses all polished; men very ateady; pro- 
perty in good order, Some few men should be instructed 
bow to wear equipments, 

Company C, Capt. Philip Fogarty.—Uniforms and equip- 
ments ali clean, but inexcusable carelessness on the part of 
many men as regards adjustment, There is no reason why 
plates should be worn upside down. Men were talking dur- 
iog ceremony. All this should be looked to and corrected at, 
every company drill. 

Company D, Capt. John D. Howland.—Men were not 
steady at the inspection. The condition of uniforms was 
good ; equipments good; brasses clean. In so small a com- 
pany, there is no reason why every man should not be pro- 
perly instructed in matters of steadiness. This indicates 
po > discipline. 

Oompany F, Capt. Charles BE. P. Babcock.—A very neat, 
clean appearing company. Uniformsand equipments all in 
good condition, and properly worn. Brasses bright. Men 
steady and attentive. 

Company G, Ist Lieut. Geo. J. Becker, comdg.—The com- 
paoy wassteady at attention. Brasses clean: uniforms and 
equipments in good orderand properly worn. The forma- 
tion of the company was incorrect, corporals not properly 
located. The manual of inevection arms was very poor, 

Company H, Capt. Otto F, Langenbach.—The compan 
was very neatly presented for inspectio:. Uniforms an 
equipments all in good order; brasses cl*an and bright and 
men very steady. A good company. 

Company I, Capt. AngeloC, Lewis.—Company presented in 
very tair condition. The very poor adjustment of equip- 
ments detracted from the otherwise good military appear- 
ance. Thereshould be at leit three more corporals ap- 
pointed and equad formations made at once. No company 
= ae without making theequad the foundation of 
all work, 

The general condiiion of the regiment is about the same 
as at last inspection, when it. was reported as satisfactory. 
The companies may be rated as follows: Fair oondition, I, 
D, Cand G; good, Band H; very good, Fand A. The ar- 
mory floor was soiled with tobacco, which was particularly 
noticed in the portion of the room occupied by the field 
music, which was filthy. 





74TH REGIMENT (BUFFALO), COLONEL GEORGE C. FOX, 


Company <A, Capt. Clark T. Roberts.—The general con- 

ition of tne company is improved, but there is yet room 
for betterment. The company should be divided into sec- 
tions and equads,and all company formations made ac- 
cordingly. 

Company B, Capt. Wm. Franklin.—While not yet up to 
the mark. this company made the best inspection of any 
during the past several years. [Improvement can be made 
in steadiness, and more particular attention to cleanliness 
of shoes. Manual of inspection arms not good. Tadividual 
work and pride will help the company toa higher place, 

Company C, Capt. Charles J. Wolf.—There is considerable 
opportunity for improvement in this company. Men are 
only fairly steady; the manual is poor. There is an appar- 
ent lack of energy ; more life and persone! pride need to be 
instilled. This is not said to discourage, but rather to in- 
cite the company to better work, 

Company D, Capt. James R. Kimball.—This company is in 
very tair condition. More lite, pride and energy are re- 
quired to place the company in a better shape. Spur up, 
and show what can be done, This is the only compaay ia 
the regiment which shows a loss as compared with last 
muster. 

Company E, Capt. Allen 8. Chisholm.—Except for the 
Presence of one very dirty man, and another vearly as bad, 
the appearance of the company could bave been rated ag 
good, The company requires more careful supervision, 

Company F, Caot. Edmund P. Cottlie.—This company is 
very tuir condition, and shows improvement as com 
witb last insvection. 

Company G, Cant. Wm. A. Damer.—This company 
a very marked improvement in military appearance a 
soldierly bearing, There is evidence of work in the right 
direction, which it is hoped will be continued. The sol- 
A appearance of the Ist sergeant is worthy of special 
mention. 

Company H, Capt. Lionel 8. Lodge.—The company waa 
very neatly presented. Uniforms and equipments well 
cared for; men steady and soldierly in bearing. be work 
is in the right direction and should be continued. 

The regiment 18 genera/ly in much better military. condition 
than for severel years. There bas been, and is still, much to 
contend witb in order that tbe conditions may be still fur- 
ther improved. The colonel is faithful to bis trust and 
must be supported, Any officer who feela "hat be cannot be 
loyal bad better resign at once. Toe msjors are both eom- 
—. and aoxious for the success of their respective bat- 
talions. 





GENERAL OBSERVATIONS, 


In bis concluding remarks Gen. McGrath shows that the 
devoted work of at least three inspecting officers during 
the drill season of seven or eight months is required for the 
thorough inquiry as to each company and regimental or- 
ganization and each officer's fitness, which a proper inspec- 
tion calls for. He refers to the lack of interest on the part 
of Brizcade Headquarters and reports that in answer to 
“the question of commanding officers: How otten have 
you been visited officially by the brigade commander? The 
almost uniform reply bas been, not at.all! This more ‘e 
ticularly in the 3d and 4th Brigades. In the Ist and 34 
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"Briga have been almost entirely of a ceremonial 
‘ebaracter, excevting the recent good work done by the 
com Officer of the lst Briuade in connection with 
the 8th and 69th Regiments.” 

Tee Tnspector General says: “The inspection of the 

‘ @ork of repairs on armories has been almost entirely dele- 
mated to Maj. Anthime W. La Rose, assistant in this depart- 
wnent, during the past year. His profession as an architect 
makes bim particularly fitted for this work, and he bas 
werformes it :ntelligent)v and with perfect satisfaction.” 

“Lieut. E. E. Hardin, U. 8. Army, who is-detailed by the 
War Bepartment for duty in this State, has rendered sub- 
*staottal and valuable instruction and advicein matters of 
‘drill and military organization. 

<cedfined to the separate companies, and without exception 
“ae organizations he bas visited (and few, if any, have been 
bmitted) bave improved vastly by his suggestions. He is 
every where cheerfully received asa gentleman and a sol- 
dier, and his work is important and valuable.” 

Attention is called to the work accomplished from year 
to year at the State camp of instruction. The rule of 1892, 
requiring schools for officers and non-coms, to be obligatory 
should be restored, and to make the instruction uniform it 
should be given by the same officers during the entire 
camp tour. Special lectures hy experts on Army topics are 
recommended. Certuin deficiencies in instruction are 
pointed. The manual of loading and firing is seldom cor- 
rectly executed according to par. 77,D. R. No company is 
remembered in which every man has taken the propor po- 
sition. “The position, kneeling for firing, as practiced, is 
radically wroog. Par. 69, directing that this movement 
shall be instructed first without arms is either entirely ig- 
mored Or superficially done. In this,asin all other work 
whick should be thoroughly instructed in the squad, there 
iig too much haste in taking the rifle.” 

‘“With the exception of a few commands, guard and sen- 
‘try duty is entirely ignored, except fora short season be- 
Wore the organization goes to the Campof [nstruction every 
‘second year.” This is the result of superficial instruction. 
“ There is too much anxiety on the part of the captaia to 
dri!} bis company, and the same overzeal on the part of the 
major to drill (?) his battalion; they all want to walk and 
run before they know how to creep.”” Thorough squad, 
section, platoon, company, and battalion drill should fol 
low each in its = order. The routine forsuch work 
should be prescr by G.O. Any battalion drill in an- 
wicipation of squad, section, platoon, or company work isa 

Gen. McGrath says: ““lcan say uahesitatingly 
that the commands which have,for the past year, followed 

Whis system are to-day tbe most efficient.” 

Officers should be compelled to observe R. 105, requiring 
'them to refuse to receipt for improper fitting uniforms, and 
ibe compelled to pay the cost of ill-fitting garments. The 
‘soldierly appearance of the troops is now destroyed by i'l 
fitting uniforms, “* The straps, or belt supports, are of little 
value on the coats, and can be dispensed with to advantage.” 
‘Me dress coat should be cut single breasted with seven or 
‘nine buttons. The trousers, which are generaliy neatly fit- 
‘ted, could be improved by making them well shaped over 
the shoe. All infantry uniforms should be faced with white. 
The apprehension that white trimmings would soil quickly 
and be difficult to clean bas proved to be erroneous, 

The practice of allowing field musician's pay for company 
service should be stopped. ‘They should either be enlisted 
ag men under pay and required tosupply themselves with 
uniforms and instruments, or be obliged to come under the 
game statute as other enlisted men.” They should never b: 

rmitted to parade with civic or society organizations, in 

tate dress, and using State instruments, except under 
charge of the drum major, who should be responsible for 
the conduct of the men, the care of the uniforms and in- 
etruments, and the return to the armory of all property on 
the day ot use. Their use of the chevrons for non com. 
officers should either be sanctioned by law or positively 
prohibited. Gen. McGrath says: “I think company com- 
manders of regimeots and battalions should be relieved of 
any care or responsibility for musicjans. It would be much 
etter that a corps of field musicians should be enlisted by 
eommanding officers of regiments nad battalions as a sepa- 
wate body,and when any company requires one or more 
musicians they can be detailed by the commanding officer.” 

The armories at Albany, Buffalo, Catskill, Elmira, Geneva, 
Hoosick Falls, Jamestown, Kingston, Maloae, Middietown, 
Mohawk, Olean, Oneonta, Poughkeepsie, Rochester, Sara- 
toga, Troy, Brooklyn (47:b) are in good condition, or require 
only minor repairs. Tne others require much work, and 
some of them are practically worthless, 

Speaking of disbandments and reductions Gen. McGrath 
shows how essential they are to the efficiency of the Guard, 
which is to-day, in the main, composed of cubs'antial, well 





organized. disciplined and drilled commands. As the double 
Purpose of recreation and service influences young men in 
joining the Guard. “‘attructing features in armories should 
be encouraged; atbletic sports and games should be looked 
upon with favor: social entertainments should not be ig- 
bored; well appointed gympasiums and, if possible, propery 
provided reacing rooms should in every armory. A 
these inspire men to better work, but they must not be 
overdone. The fact remains that the commands which are 
provided with these attractions, all or in part, are the most 
Prosperous and efficient. The Regular Army now recogniz- 
ing the fact that ail work and no entertainment is disadvan-
